SENATOR LYNCH: Mr. President and members, I'll try to get more
information for you, but I think Senator Redfield's questions 
regarding the A bill gave us the opportunity to discuss what it 
meant and what it doesn't mean. And I would have to admit, it's 
hard for me to stand up and justify it, one thing you know for
sure that those staff and that additional full-time FTEs would
have to come back for a request to be filled. And as far as I
know they won't be filled, unless there is a demand and a need
for a it. I think the A bill only provides that opportunity, 
should it exist. I don't think it exists. And I hope you pass 
the A bill, only so that we don't complicate what we're trying
to establish and cause the Department of Revenue and Charitable
Gaming any unnecessary misery over it. Thank you.
